Bnt if B desires a different arrange- 
ment, wishes to Increase hia security 
and la willing In order to secure that 
increase to surrender a portion of his 
profits, he agree* to let B have the 
money as a loan, taking a mortgage 
upon the property at a low rate of In- 
terest.

And for every cent taxed on mortgages 
New Jcrsev is readv to take olT one 
cent to gel |ust such people to move 
over to her shores. The vcrv life of 
the cities is being sapped out by thli 
tax, and real estate is being mined. 1 
is vitallv affecting the whole state, ll 
this tax is going to tie put on trust com- 
panies, as I believe it should be, this 
bill should be accompanied bv legis- 
lation to cure this iniquitv, or amended 
so that trust ruud mortgae- mav be ex- 
empt from taxation." 

It would be fortunate for the state of 
Kentucky if the Legislature would 
formally recognize the fact that a mort- 
gage is uot properly; therefore that 
there is no section of the Const itution 
requiring the taxation of what is sim- 
ply an evidence of debt. If we could 
exempt mortgages from taxation in Ihe 
state of Kentucky it would make it 
easier for the farmers to borrow money 
when they needed money; It would 
make the rate of interest on all such 
loans less than It is today; it would go 
far to improve the appearance of every 
city and town in the state, for we would 
stimulate investment in real estate and 
the improvements thereon.
